Mail Facilities. 


. An effort is being made to obtain an 
early and lato mail between Newport 
arid New York. But there is not much 
prospect of success this winter. The 
Wickford line wants more pay for run- 
ning the boat on that .late night trip 
than*what, they get for the entire year's 
service.. That extra trip would require 
them to keep adouble set of •'employees 
both oh' steamboat and trains: and as 
there'would be neither, passengers nor 
freight at that time the trip would have 
to .be made solely .for carrying the mail 
This of course will make it: expensive 
business for .the company and of course 
they must be reimbursed for the outlay. 
The price required'by-them--for this ex- 
tra .service, is we bejieve some if0000, 
and this the department declines to pay, 
Of course -:it would be a great conven- 
ience to Newport to have this early 
and late mail throughout the year, and 
if we can get it, all 'right, but we doubt 
if Uncle Sam-will care to appropriate 
that sum oh Newport this year. As it is 
we have more and bettermail facilities 
with the outside world than either Fall 
River, -Xew .Bedford or many other 
New' England cities of larger size than 
Newport.

Louis XIII, alienated from his Queen, 
Anne of Austria, and stung by a sense 
of his own littleness, had 110 resource 
from mortification of spirit except in 
the chase, which he eagerly pursued. 
The wily and politic Cardinal, while he 
allowed the monarch no chance for real 
power, encouraged his display of mag- 
nificence in hunting, and the splendor 
of all the appointments, the horses, the 
hounds, the number of the retinue, and 
the richness of the costumes wore all 
that even Louis XIV himself might have 
asked for. Near the feudal tower he- 
fere spoken of which crowned a little 
bill, stood a small church and windmill, 
and for three years when Louis XIII 
did not care to return to St. Germain 


Louis XVI harangued tho mob of the 
5th and Oth of October 1789, assembled 
below, and even that savage horde of 
ruffians felt some emotions of pity 
when they beheld Marie Antoinette ap- 
pear, while General Lafayette knelt and 
kissed her hand. 


The Cour de Marbre has been the 


scene of many memorable events. Here 
ou the llth of November, 1030, occur- 
red the meeting between Louis XII Land 
Richlieu, which resulted in the bestow- 
al of greater power upon the Cardinal 
than he had ever yet enjoyed. Marie de 
Medicis, the queen mother, had raised 
Kichlinu to favor and felt too late "that 
she had acted unwisely. Overcome by 
lier tumultuous passions, Marie, on one 
occasion in the presence of the King, 
overwhelmed his great minister with a 
storm of invective. The Cardinal, who 
considered his cause ruined, begged to 
withdraw at once from the service of 
the King, and was not refused. 
Anne 


of Austria the wife, and Gaston of Or- 
leans the brother of the King congrat- 
ulated the queen mother on her tri- 
umph, and a courier was despatched to 
Italy to announce the Cardinal's ruin to 
Marshal de Merillac. Louis X1I1 retir- 
ed to Versailles, but soon finding there 
that he could not g'oveni the State with- 
out his great minister, sent an intima- 
tion to him when he was about depart- 
ing for Havre that his presence was re- 
quired at the palace. The Cour de 
Aturbrfi was the scene of their meeting. 
Weil did the wily Cardinal play his 
part, and affecting to shed tears again 
asked for immediate dismission. The 
weak King, overcome by his feelings, 
granted to him all lie had demanded be- 
fore and even more. He assigned to 
him an apartment in the palace adjoin- 
ing his own, and took immediate meas- 
ures to punish the chiefs of the hostile 
faction. How well Richlieu revenged 
himself upon his humble enemies his- 
tory can relate. Tho day of that fa-, 
mous meeting is still styled the "day of I 
dupes." Here was performed in 
1(174, 


in the presence of Louis XIV and his 
Court, the first representation of the 
opera Alceste, and here one hundred 
years later the hapless Louis XVI de- 
clared to the people that ho was ready 
to obey their will, to repair Paris at 
their command, and quit the palacn of 
liis ancestors which he was never more

<lc Marbrc. The Chateau then forms a 
complete square, each side looking to- 
ward one of the cardinal points of the 
compass, and each facade one hundred 
and thirty-two feetlonj;

The cities of Providence and Paw- 


tucket are on the eve of very exciting 
municipal elections; 
In Providence 


there is considerable opposition to the 
re-election of Mayor Doyle but prob- 


•ably not enough to defeat him. Doyle 


has been mayor so long that the city 
would not know what to do without 
him. In J'awtucket the first election 
will be held vfnder the new charter, the 
two political parties as .'trimming-their 
Bails for tho supremecy and at this time 
it is very doubtful which party will 
prove the successful one. Last year 
the town was carried by the Democrats 
by a large majority and at the present 
time they are in better fighting condi- 
tion then their opponents. 


The question of biennial elections is 


one of the things agitating the good 
people of Massachusetts. There are 
arguments oii both 'sides of this ques- 


There being no contest, he will have to 
make 110 pledges. He will be free to 
follow the dictates of his personal 
judgment.

An Auoi«ut Family. 


KINGSTON,.B. I., Xov. 9,1835.

Dear Sir; The following artiolo.I copy 


from a newspaper dated 1803; if you 
think it is of any interest to your read- 
ers please insert it in your paper, ji' not 
throw it in the waste basket.A. F. G. 


Nicholas Easton with his two sons. 


Peter and John,. arrived from England 
May 15, 1634. They first settled iu Ips- 
wich, Mass.,from whence they removed 
to Hampton", ^f.^H.,where theybuiltthe 
first house. ' But 1638 finds them in 
Portsmouth, R.-1., and the following 
year they accompanied Coddington and 
others to Newport and built the first 
house of the new settlement in Fare- 
well street. They were tanners by occu- 
pation and meu of great intelligence 
and enterprise'. .The cause of their sev- 
eral removals was probably the spirit 
of intolerance which everywhere assail- 
ed them till they found an asylum in 
Khode Island. . . 


Nicholas was President of the Colony 


under the Parliamentary patent in 1050, 
and- also- Governor - under, the..royal 
charter in 1072-3. He died June 15, 
1075, and was buried in this ground, 
though no stone marks the spot iu 
which ho is deposited. lie was a Friend. 


His son was Deputy Governor during 


two years of King Philip's war, of 
which he wrote a brief history, which 
was published in Albany a few years 
since, lie was also afterwards Gover- 
nor for five years, viz. from 1090 to 1095. 
He died December 12, 1705, and was 
buried in the southeast corner of this 
ground. A large free stone slab with an 
inscription covers his remains. No other 
man filled the office of Governor for so 
long a time during the whole of the sev- 
enteenth century, which shows the esti- 
mation in which he was held. At his 
feet, lies his brother Peter Easton, and 
at his side Ann Coggeshall, Peter's wife. 
She was the daughter of John, tho first 
Presid* >•; of the Colony,--born about 
1625, being seven years of age at the 
time of 'Tfer fathers' arrival at Boston,- 
September 1632.'. She was married No- 
vember 15th 1642 being then eigh'tecn 
years of age. 
Easton's Point, Easton's 


Pond and Easton's Beach,the latter now 
so famous as the bathing..place of the 
summer visitors, to Newport/all derive 
their names from this ancient family.

Characteristics there are always tvi 
forces iu operation, which we may ca 
dilution and re-enforcement. It is 
matter of evcry-day observation that 
tendency may ho strengthened or weal 
cued by crossing, audit is upon th 
fact that breeders of special strains < 
dogs, cattle or horses rely iu great par 
tho only other influence at their di 
posal being alteration of food, habit; 
tion or other environment of thoyouii; 
Exactly the same holds good with hi 
man species. For instance, a man wit 
un hereditary tendency to gout ma 
marry a woman with the same tendei 
cy, and their son by his manner of Ii' 
ing may develop gout at au early agi_ 
that is to say, the tendency in tho fat] 
er, re-enforced by marriage, and agai 
ro-onforocd by habit, develops iu th 
son with great rapidity. On the otlic 
hand, a man with a gouty tendency ma 
marry a woman free from tliat tendei 
cy, and thereby dilute its force. Thei 
are, of course, well-known facts whic 
militate against this view, but they ar 
generally held, we believe, to bo excej 
tions to the rule. In the case of gou 
phthisis and somo other diseases, th 
exceptions are probably more apparei 
than real; of the general truth of th 
law there can be no question.—[Britis 
Medical Journal.

INTKODITCTOHY CHAI'TKIt, 


Few interests have exerted a mor 


marked influence upon tho history o 
the United States than that of fisheries 
Aside from the value they have had i 
a commercial point of view, they hav 
always been found to be the uursoriu 
of a hardy, daring and iudefatigabl 
race of seamen, such as scarcely an 
other pursuit could have trained. Th 
pioneers of the sea, whalemen were th 
advance guard, ho forlorn hope of civ 
ilization.

Iu the frozen seas of the nortl 
and the south, thoir keels ploughed t 
the extreme limit of navigation, am 
between the tropics they pursued thoi 
prey through regions never before tra 
versed by tho vessels of a civilized coin 
miiiiity. Holding their lives in thei 
hands, as it were, whether they liai 
pooned the leviathan in the deep, o 
put into some hitherto unknown por 
for supplies, no extreme of heat or col< 
could daunt them, no thought of dan 
"or hold them in chock. Their live 
have ever been one continual round o 
hair-breadth escapes, in which the risk 
was alike shared by officers ami men 
No shirk could find au opportunity t 
indulge his shirking, no coward ; 
chance to display his cowardice, ami ii 
their hazardous life incompetents wer 
speedily weeded out. Many a tale o 
danger and toil and suffering, startling 
severe and horrible, has illumined th 
pages of tho history of this pursuil 
and scarce any, even tho humblest o 
these hardy mariners, but can, from 
his own experience, narrate truth 
stranger than fiction. In many ports 
among hundreds of islands, on man 
seas the Hag of the country from whicl 
they sailed was first displayed from the 
mast-head of a whale-ship. Pursuing 
their avocation wherever a chance pre 
sen ted, tho American flag was first un
